With a rope around his neck, ready to 
pay the penalty of mob law for the 
murder of W. H. Howell, wealthy 
farmer, who lived the life of a recluse 
near here, Willie Thomas, negro, was 
saved from hanging late last night 
when he made a confession implicat- 
ing Tom Buchanan, 28, farmer, and 
a member of a prominent family in 
Dodge county. Bucbanan was arrest- 
ed shortly after the negro’s statement 
and spirited away by Sheriff C. N. 
‘Mullis, where he is now confined in 
an unnamed jail. 

Thomas was arrested late yesterday 
by Sheriff Mullis, after the body of 
Howell was discovered in a shallow 
grave on his farm. The negro con- 
fessed to the killing. which he said 
occurred Saturday afternoon. 

The negro is being confined in 


cell in the Dodge county courthouse, | be very wealthy. 
and is survived by two half-brothers 


which is used to house prisoners while 
their trials are under way. The pris- 
oner was being guarded by Deputy 
Sheriff W. J. Brown. 

3 500 Take Negro. 

According to the story told by the 
deputy this morning, he said that a 
mob of more than 500 persons, which 
was composed entirely of men, ap- 
proached him in the court house and 
demanded the keys to the negro’s cell. 
The deputy refused to turn over the 
keys and he was instantly grabbed 
from behind and the keys were forci- 
bly taken from him. 


The mob then cavried the negro 
about five miles in the country and 
prepared to take his life. With the 
noose around his neck, and the other 
end of the rope dangling over a limb, 
they asked the nezro if he had any- 
thing to say, and it was then he 
charged, according to the deputy, that 
he had been hired by Buchanan to 
aid in slaying Howell. 

Cooler heads in the mob then prevail- 
ed upon other members of the mob to 
let the law take its course, and the 
noose was removed and the negro was 
taken back to jail. 

According to Sheriff Mullis, when 
Buchanan was taken into custody he 
denied all knowledge of the slaying 
and said he was unacquainted with 
the negro Thomas. 

| Plans Well Laid. 

The negro in his story to Sheriff 
Mullis this morning, said ,that all 
plans for the slaying of Howell had 
been prearranged by Buchanan. A 
shallow grave was dug in one of the 
fields near Howell’s home and both 
he and Buchanan carried shotguns to 
kill the farmer. They sighted him 
while he was approaching his house. 
after working in the fields, said 
Thomas, and Buchanan ordered him 
to go to Howell and tell him that 
several of Buchanan’s fogs were in 
Howell's fields, and ask him to help 
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said the negro, “While he was lying 
on the ground Buchanan then fired,”’ 
the negro told the sheriff. “We then 
picked him up, placed him in the 
grave and piled dirt and corn shucks 
over him and then hurried away,’’ 
said Thomas. 

Thomas told the sheriff that Buch- 
anan wanted Howel! out of the way 


because he was an éyewitness to his 
attempt to shoot a. Telfair county 
deputy. which occurred about six 
months ago. Buchanan was indicted 
for attempting to take the life of 
the deputy. is trial was scheduled 
to take place at the November term 
of the Telfair superior court. Buch- 
anan was making his home with How- 
ell at the time he attempted to shoot 
the deputy, according to. Sheriff 
Mullis.

Walter Hinchcliffe 
for making tbe forced landing at Tor- 
ricola without greater damage to. the 
plane and with no injury to its occu- 
pants. 

The forced landing was caused by! 
faulty feeding of fuel” to the engine. 
which developed shortly after leaving 
Rome and became acute when they 
had flown for nearly an hour, The 
plane in lamling just missed several 
high ténsion wires and came to Test 
in a deep ditch. After escaping run- 
ning down a flock of sheep, it is 
considered miraculous that its occu- 
pants escaped without a scratch when | 
part of the landing gear was smashed | 
and the plane partly capsized.

Of the cotton tenderable, 211,440 
bales were of staple 7-S to 1 1-82 
inches in length and 1,619 bales were 
of staple over 1 1-32 inches in Jength. 

The number of bales by. staple in 
inches were: 13-16 inches and under, 
406; 7-8 inch, 143,243; 
57,947; 1 inch and 1 1-82 inches, 10,-
